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A  BIBLIOGRAPHY  FOR  TEACHERS  AND 
COLLEGE  STUDENTS*

This  annotated  list  of  seventy-five  selected  books  on  the  Far 
East  is  designed  for  the  use  of  elementary  and  secondary  teachers, 
as  well  as  for  college  students.  It  is  a  minimum  selection  and  as 
such  is  subject  to  certain  limitations.  For  example,  books  by 
Western  rather  than  Eastern  authors  are  more  often  included  be¬ 
cause  of  their  greater  availability  for  purchase.  Again,  certain 
areas  of  Far  Eastern  culture,  such  as  art  and  literature,  are  rela¬ 
tively  neglected  because  of  limitations  of  space.  Pamphlet  ma¬ 
terials  are  usually  not  included.  Every  effort  has  been  made, 
however,  to  present  a  well-balanced  selection,  with  annotations 
that  will  be  helpful  to  teachers  in  judging  the  scope,  orientation, 
difficulty,  and  merits  of  each  book.  General  books  on  an  area  are 
listed  first,  followed  by  more  specialized  studies  and  popular 
accounts . 


I.  THE  FAR  EAST 

Clyde,  P.  H.  The  Far  East.  Prentice -Hall,  1948,  862  pp., 

$5.75. 

Generally  regarded  as  the  most  satisfactory  college  text  by  an 
American  scholar  on  the  modern  history  of  the  Far  East.  It  em¬ 
phasizes  the  relations  of  the  West  with  the  Far  East  rather  than 
the  histories  of  the  countries  themselves.  An  essential  companion 
for  the  serious  student. 

Rosinger,  L.  K.,  Editor.  The  State  of  Asia.  Knopf,  1951. 

In  press. 

A  comprehensive  and  authoritative  survey  by  a  group  of  spe¬ 
cialists  of  political  and  economic  developments  in  Asian  countries 
from  Japan  to  Pakistan,  taken  up  country  by  country  with  a  chapter 
on  the  Korean  crisis.  It  is  designed  for  the  college  student  and 
general  reader  and  is  useful  as  a  work  of  reference. 

Lattimore,  Owen.  Situation  in  Asia.  Little,  Brown,  1949, 

238  pp.,  $2  .75  . 

A  brilliant  statement  of  post-war  developments  in  Asia  by  a 
recognized  American  scholar.  It  presents  a  concise  discussion  of

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the  dramatic  reorganization  of  Asiatic  society  now  taking  place  to¬ 
gether  with  penetrating,  yet  debatable,  observations  on  America's 
stake  in  these  historic  developments. 

Tompkins,  Pauline.  American-Russian  Relations  in  the  Far 

East .  Macmillan,  1949,  426  pp.,  $5.00. 

A  systematic  historical  study  of  the  extremely  controversial 
problem  of  American-Russian  relations  in  the  Far  East.  The 
author,  as  a  doctoral  student,  bases  her  work  on  scholarly  sources, 
yet  is  frank  in  stating  her  own  challenging  convictions. 

Payne,  Robert.  Red  Storm  Over  Asia.  Macmillan,  1951, 

309  pp.,  $5.00. 

A  sympathetic  and  perceptive  portrayal  of  the  nationalist  revo¬ 
lutions  currently  taking  place  in  Asia  with  special  attention  to  the 
influence  of  Russia.  The  author  is  well-known  for  his  literary 
gifts.  His  liberal  orientation  exposes  him  to  criticisms  from  both 
right  and  left. 

Cressey,  George  B.  Asia's  Lands  and  Peoples.  McGraw-Hill, 

1944,  608  pp.,  $6.00. 

The  most  comprehensive  college  text  on  the  geography  of  Asia 
written  by  an  American  scholar.  Detailed,  factual  materials  and 
visual  aids  are  provided  for  the  serious  student. 

Reichauer,  E.  O.  Toward  a  New  Far  Eastern  Policy.  Foreign 

Policy  Association,  1951,  61  pp.,  $0.35. 

A  valuable  pamphlet  on  U.  S.  foreign  policy  vis-a-vis  the  Far 
East  written  by  an  American  specialist.  It  is  a  moderate  and 
judicious  exposition  of  the  need  for  a  more  "liberal"  policy  in  the 
broader  sense  of  the  term. 


II.  CHINA 

Fairbank,  J.  K.  The  United  States  and  China.  Harvard  Univer¬ 
sity  Press,  1948,  367  pp.,  $3.75. 

Generally  recognized  as  the  best  overall  study  of  modern  China 
and  its  relations  to  the  United  States.  Written  by  a  brilliant  Harvard 
historian  and  specialist,  it  provides  the  general  student  with  an  ex¬ 
cellent  interpretation  of  the  traditional  background  and  present-day 
problems  of  China. 

Tewksbury,  D.  G.  Source  Book  on  Far  Eastern  Ideologies-- 
China  and  Japan.  Institute  of  Pacific  Relations,  1949,  189  pp., 
$2.75. 

A  valuable  collection  of  original  ideological  documents  on 
China  and  Japan  during  the  past  seventy-five  years.  It  is  important 
as  a  guide  to  the  political  thinking  of  the  leaders  of  the  nationalist 
movements  in  these  two  countries. 
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Lattimore,  O.  and  E.  China:  A  Short  History.  Norton,  1947, 
218  pp.,  $3.00. 

A  brief  introduction  to  the  long  history  of  China  for  the  general 
reader  written  by  two  recognized  American  scholars.  Advanced 
students  will  do  well  to  read  the  histories  of  China  by  L.  C. 
Goodrich  and  K.  S.  Latourette. 

Dulles,  F.  R.  China  and  America:  The  Story  of  Their  Rela¬ 
tions  Since  1784.  Princeton  University  Press,  1946,  277  pp., 
$2.75. 

A  short  introduction  to  the  historical  relations  between  China 
and  America  across  the  Pacific  written  for  the  general  reader  by 
a  competent  American  historian.  Another  similar  book  is  by  K.  S. 
Latourette,  entitled.  The  U.  S.  Moves  Across  the  Pacific.  Harper, 
1946,  174  pp.,  $2.50. 

Hu  Shih.  The  Chinese  Renaissance.  University  of  Chicago 
Press,  1934,  110  pp.,  $1.50. 

The  basic  source  for  an  understanding  of  the  literary  renais¬ 
sance  of  1915  in  China  by  one  of  the  foremost  leaders  in  this  move¬ 
ment  and  a  distinguished  modern  Chinese  philosopher.  This  essay 
in  style  and  content  will  be  a  revelation  to  Western  readers. 


Kiang  Wen-han.  The  Chinese  Student  Movement.  Kings  Crown 

Press,  N.  Y.  C.,  1947,  176  pp.,  $3.00. 

An  introductory  study  of  the  intellectual  and  political  contro¬ 
versies  in  which  Chinese  students  took  an  active  and  leading  part 
during  the  nineteen-twenties  and  thirties  in  China.  It  is  required 
reading  for  Westerners  desirous  of  gaining  an  inside  view  of 
modern  Chinese  thought  currents. 

Ch'ien  Tuan-sheng.  The  Government  and  Politics  of  China. 

Harvard  University  Press,  1950,  526  pp.,  $7.50. 

The  best  systematic  discussion  in  English  of  modern  Chinese 
government  and  politics  by  an  able  Chinese  scholar.  It  gives  an 
objective  and  critical  discussion  of  the  history  of  the  Kuomintang 
up  to  the  time  of  the  Communist  revolution  of  1949. 

A  older  but  still  useful  study,  written  from  a  somewhat  differ¬ 
ent  viewpoint,  is  P.M.A.  Linebarger,  The  China  of  Chiang  Kai-Shek, 
World  Peace  Foundation,  1941. 


Lin  Mou-sheng.  Men  and  Ideas.  John  Day,  1942,  244  pp.,  $2.50. 

An  informal  history  of  Chinese  political  thought  down  through 
the  centuries  written  for  the  Western  reader  by  a  Chinese.  In  a 
fluent  and  vivid  style,  the  author  discusses  fifteen  famous  Chinese 
political  thinkers.  An  extremely  valuable  introduction  in  spite  of 
tendencies  toward  over-generalization  on  the  part  of  the  author. 
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Fung  Yu-lan.  A  Short  History  of  Chinese  Philosophy. 

Macmillan,  1948,  368  pp.,  $5.00. 

The  only  comprehensive  exposition  in  English  of  the  history  of 
Chinese  philosophy  written  by  one  of  the  leading  modern  Chinese 
philosophers.  The  author  himself,  now  in  Communistic  China,  is 
reported  to  have  modified  his  own  philosophic  views. 

Bynner,  Witter.  The  Way  of  Life  (According  to  Lao  Tzu). 

John  Day,  1944,  76  pp.,  $1.50. 

A  free  translation  by  an  American  poet  of  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  non-Confucian  Chinese  classics.  Although  other  transla¬ 
tions,  such  as  those  by  Arthur  Waley  and  Lin  Yu-tang,  are  more 
literal,  this  rendering  of  the  Taoist  classic  serves  as  a  better  in¬ 
troduction  for  the  general  reader. 

Lin  Yu-tang.  The  Wisdom  of  Confucius.  The  Modern  Library, 

1 938,  290  pp.,  $  .95 . 

Original  translations  by  a  versatile  Chinese  literary  figure  of 
selections  from  the  Confucian  classics.  Lively  commentary  and 
useful  background  materials  are  provided  for  the  general  reader. 
For  the  advanced  student.  Creel's  recent  book  on  Confucius  should 
be  consulted. 

Hightower,  J.  R.  Topics  in  Chinese  Literature.  Harvard  Uni¬ 
versity  Press,  1950,  130  pp.,  $3.00. 

An  outline  guide  to  the  development  and  structure  of  the  various 
forms  or  genres  of  Chinese  literature  developed  during  the  long 
history  of  China.  A  full  list  of  Western  translations  of  Chinese 
literature  is  included  in  this  useful  handbook. 

Lang,  Olga.  Chinese  Family  and  Society.  Yale  University 

Press,  1945,  275  pp.,  $3.00. 

A  systematic  study  of  the  Chinese  family,  invaluable  for  the 
serious  student.  It  provides  rich  materials  not  only  on  traditional 
patterns  of  family  life  in  China  but  also  on  modern  problems  faced 
by  the  Chinese  family.  Another  excellent  study  is  by  M.  J.  Levy, 
entitled  The  Family  Revolution  in  Modern  China.  Harvard  Univer¬ 
sity  Press,  1 949 . 

Yang,  Martin.  A  Chinese  Village.  Columbia  University  Press, 

1945,  275  pp.,  $3.00. 

One  of  several  excellent  anthropological  studies  of  rural  com¬ 
munity  life  in  China  by  talented  modern  Chinese  scholars.  The 
major  aspects  of  village  life  and  family  patterns  are  analyzed  in 
this  and  other  equally  competent  studies  by  H.  T.  Fei,  Y.  H.  Lin, 
and  F.  L.  K.  Hsu. 


Hommel,  R.  R.  China  at  Work.  John  Day,  1937,  366  pp.,  $5.00. 
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An  unusual  book  giving  a  picture  of  how  the  Chinese  make 
their  clothes  and  dishes,  build  their  houses,  farm  their  lands,  and 
carry  their  goods.  Illustrated  by  striking  photographs  of  men, 
women,  and  children  at  work  on  basic  arts  and  crafts. 

Buck,  Pearl.  The  Good  Earth.  John  Day,  1931,  375  pp.,  $2.50. 

Widely  recognized  as  the  classic  novel  of  peasant  China  and 
valuable  as  a  fictional  representation  of  traditional  patterns  of 
rural  life  in  the  old  China.  Based  on  long  residence  and  deep  in¬ 
sight,  it  gives  in  the  main  an  authentic  and  unforgettable  picture 
of  the  family  of  a  Chinese  landlord. 

Lin  Yu-tang.  My  Country  and  My  People.  John  Day,  1939, 

440  pp.,  $3.50. 

One  of  the  earliest  and  best  books  on  Chinese  life  by  a  prolific 
and  sophisticated  Chinese  literary  artist,  long  resident  in  the  West. 
This  book  brings  to  the  Western  reader  the  spirit  and  the  flavor  of 
certain  aspects  of  Chinese  life  and  thought. 

Pruitt,  Ida.  A  Daughter  of  Han:  The  Autobiography  of  a 

Chinese  Working  Woman.  Yale  University  Press,  1945, 

249  pp.,  $  3  .50 . 

An  extremely  valuable  story  of  the  life  and  experiences  of  a 
modern  Chinese  working  woman.  Teachers  will  find  this  authentic 
record  essential  for  an  understanding  of  the  role  of  women  in 
changing  Chinese  society. 


III.  KOREA 

McCune,  G.  M.  Korea  Today.  Harvard  University  Press, 

1950,  366  pp.,  $5.00. 

The  best  over-all  study  of  post-war  Korea  for  the  serious  stu¬ 
dent  written  by  an  American  scholar  known  for  his  sympathetic 
understanding  of  Korea.  Detailed  analysis  is  given  to  political  and 
economic  developments  in  North  and  South  Korea. 

Osgood,  C.  B.  The  Koreans  and  Their  Culture.  Ronald  Press, 

1950,  387  pp.,  $5.00. 

An  important  book  by  an  American  anthropologist  and  the  first 
serious  analysis  of  Korean  culture  by  a  Western  scholar.  This  ex¬ 
cellent  treatise  gives  about  equal  attention  to  an  examination  of  the 
culture  itself  and  to  its  historical  development  to  modern  times. 

Kim,  Changsoon,  Editor.  The  Culture  of  Korea.  Korean- 

American  Cultural  Assoc.,  Honolulu,  1946,  327  pp.,  no  price. 

A  valuable  collection  of  short  essays  for  the  general  reader  on 
the  history,  literature,  religion,  music,  and  science  of  the  Korean 
people  by  Korean  and  American  authors.  In  addition,  introductory 
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materials  are  given  on  economic  and  political  problems  in  pre-war 
Korea. 

Tewksbury,  G.  Source  Materials  on  Korean  Political  Ideologies. 

Institute  of  Pacific  Relations,  1950,  190  pp.,  $2.50. 

A  source  book  of  eighty-two  original  documents  on  the  ideolog¬ 
ical  development  of  nationalism  in  Korea  and  its  international 
complications  up  to  the  time  of  the  Korean  crisis  of  1950.  It  is  im¬ 
portant  as  a  reflection  of  Korean  political  thought  during  the  past 
seventy-five  years. 

Kang,  Younghill.  The  Grass  Roof.  Scribner's,  1931,  367  pp., 

$3.00. 

A  sensitive  and  poetic  portrayal  of  the  life  of  a  young  Korean 
writer  who  later  became  a  well-known  lecturer  on  English  Litera¬ 
ture  in  the  United  States.  It  gives  a  vivid  and  authentic  picture  of 
Korean  life  and  customs  in  recent  times. 

Kim  San  and  Wales,  Nym.  Song  of  Arian.  John  Day,  1941, 

258  pp.,  $  2  .75  . 

The  life  story  of  a  Korean  revolutionist  and  fighter  against  the 
Japanese.  Much  valuable  material  is  given  on  the  rise  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  nationalist  movement  in  Korea  with  emphasis  on  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  Marxian  ideology. 

IV.  JAPAN 

Reisphauer,  E.  O..  The  United  States  and  Japan.  Harvard 

University  Press,  1950,  357  pp.,  $4.00. 

An  extremely  competent  presentation  of  the  problems  and 
prospects  of  modern  Japan  with  special  reference  to  their  impli¬ 
cations  for  American  policy.  The  author  is  recognized  for  his 
broad  scholarship  and  his  sympathetic  yet  critical  insight. 

Sansom,  Sir  George.  The  Western  World  and  Japan.  Knopf, 

1950,  504  pp.,  $6.00. 

A  mature  comprehensive  study  for  the  serious  student  of  the 
impact  of  the  Western  world  on  Japan  in  modern  times.  A  well- 
known  British  scholar  familiar  with  the  Japanese  language,  the 
author  bases  his  work  on  a  wealth  of  original  sources.  The  earlier 
history  of  Japan  is  treated  in  the  author's  excellent  Japan  --  A 
Short  Cultural  History. 

Norman,  E.  H.  Japan's  Emergence  as  a  Modern  State.  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Pacific  Relations,  1940,  254  pp.,  $2.00. 

A  highly  technical  but  absorbing  study  of  the  Meiji  era  in  Japan 
by  a  very  able  Canadian  scholar.  The  work  is  distinguished  by  the 
fact  that  it  is  based  on  original  Japanese  sources  and  also  by  the 
fact  that  it  gives  due  attention  to  economic  factors. 
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Ike,  Nobutaka.  The  Beginnings  of  Political  Democracy  in 
Japan.  Johns  Hopkins  Press,  1950,  237  pp.,  $3.50. 

An  exciting  research  study  of  the  development  of  democracy  in 
Japan  during  the  early  Meiji  era  by  the  Curator  of  the  Japanese 
Collection  in  the  Hoover  Library.  Valuable  as  a  study  of  indigenous 
liberal  movements  that  may  provide  a  foundation  for  democracy  in 
Japan. 

Holtom,  D.  C.  Modern  Japan  and  Shinto  Nationalism.  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Chicago  Press,  1943,  226  pp.,  $2.75. 

An  authoritative  discussion  of  the  establishment  of  State 
Shintoism  as  the  national  religion  of  Japan.  It  is  required  reading 
for  an  understanding  of  the  unhealthy  religious  dynamics  of  recent 
Japanese  nationalism. 

Hall,  R.  K.,  Editor.  Kokutai  Hongi.  Harvard  University  Press, 
1949,  200  pp.,  $4.00. 

An  excellent  translation  of  the  "Bible  of  Japanese  Nationalism" 
and  a  primary  source  for  understanding  the  fantastic  ideological 
orientation  of  Japanese  nationalism  before  World  War  II. 

Hearn,  Lafcadio.  Japan,  An  Attempt  at  Interpretation. 
Macmillan,  1924,  549  pp.,  $3.00. 

A  well-known  classic  in  the  field  of  the  interpretation  of  old 
Japan.  The  author,  who  for  a  long  period  identified  himself  with 
Japanese  life,  wrote  this  book  as  a  mature  reflection  of  his  ex¬ 
periences  in  Japan. 

Embree,  J.  F.  The  Japanese  Nation--A  Social  Survey.  Farrar 
&  Rinehart,  1945,  308  pp.,  $2.25. 

An  excellent  introduction  to  Japanese  society  by  an  American 
anthropologist.  It  is  a  brief  but  penetrating  analysis  of  Japanese 
social  structure  --  government,  education,  religion,  family  life, 
and  national  attitudes  and  behavior. 

Benedict,  Ruth.  The  Chrysanthemum  and  the  Sword.  Houghton 
Mifflin,  1946,  324  pp.,  $3.00. 

The  first  systematic  study  of  the  general  social  patterns  of 
Japanese  culture  by  a  leading  American  anthropologist.  The  be¬ 
havior  of  Japanese  individuals  in  their  society  is  made  more  under¬ 
standable  by  this  absorbing  study,  which  is  not,  however,  without 
its  limitations. 

Embree,  J.  F.  Suye  Mura,  A  Japanese  Village.  University  of 
Chicago  Press,  1939,  354  pp.,  $3.00. 

A  pioneer  anthropological  study  by  a  Western  scholar  of  the 
pattern  of  culture  of  a  village  community  in  Japan.  It  is  a  report 
of  a  field  investigation  which  is  essential  reading  for  the  serious 
student. 
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Ishimoto,  Baroness  Shidzue.  Facing  Two  Ways.  Farrar  & 
Rinehart,  1935,  373  pp.,  $2.50. 

A  fascinating  autobiography  of  a  modern  Japanese  woman  who 
became  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  feminist  movement  in  Japan. 
Another  well-known  earlier  autobiography  is  that  by  Etsu  Sugimoto 
entitled  Daughter  of  the  Samurai.  Doubleday,  Doran,  1925. 

Matsumoto,  Toru.  A  Brother  is  a  Stranger.  John  Day,  1946, 
318  pp.,  $4.00. 

A  moving  human  drama  of  the  life  of  a  young  Christian 
Japanese  liberal  written  in  a  fluent  and  informal  style.  It  gives  an 
intimate  and  authentic  picture  of  the  brighter  as  well  as  the  darker 
side  of  pre-war  Japanese  life. 

Chamberlain,  B.  H.  Things  Japanese.  Perkins,  6th  Ed.,  1939, 
584  pp.,  $  3  .00 . 

One  of  the  classics  in  English  on  Japanese  social  life  and 
customs.  Valuable  as  a  reference  book  for  those  interested  in 
authentic  information  on  many  aspects  of  life  in  the  old  Japan. 

V.  SOUTHEAST  ASIA 

Talbot,  Phillips,  Editor.  South  Asia  in  the  World  Today. 
University  of  Chicago  Press,  1950,  243  pp.,  $4.00. 

A  high-level  discussion  of  cultural,  economic,  and  political 
developments  in  South  Asia  as  a  region.  The  papers  read  by  some 
twelve  specialists  attending  the  1949  Conference  on  South  Asia  at 
the  University  of  Chicago  are  given  in  full  with  rapporteur's  re¬ 
ports  of  conference  discussions. 

Mills,  L.  H.,  Editor.  The  New  World  of  Southeast  Asia.  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Minnesota  Press,  1949,  433  pp.,  $5.00. 

A  symposium  on  recent  developments  in  Southeast  Asia  by 
eleven  specialists.  The  book  is  addressed  to  the  general  reader 
and  to  college  students.  Each  country  is  given  a  separate  chapter 
and  five  chapters  are  devoted  to  general  problems  of  the  region. 

Tewksbury,  D.  G.  Source  Materials  on  Politics  and  Ideologies 
in  Southeast  Asia.  Institute  of  Pacific  Relations,  1950.  In  press. 
A  source  book  of  important  political  documents  dealing  with 
the  development  of  nationalism  in  the  various  countries  of  South¬ 
east  Asia.  Valuable  as  a  reference  work  for  those  interested  in 
ideological  developments  in  these  countries. 

DuBois,  Cora.  Social  Forces  in  Southeast  Asia.  University  of 
Minnesota  Press,  1949,  78  pp.,  $2.00. 

An  extremely  intelligent  discussion  on  an  academic  level  of 
some  of  the  basic  social  patterns  and  forces  in  Southeast  Asia

Thompson,  V.  and  Adloff,  R.  The  Left  Wing  in  Southeast  Asia. 

Wm.  Sloane,  1950,  286  pp.,  $4.00. 

A  survey  of  the  development  of  nationalist  movements  in  Indo- 
China,  Siam,  Burma,  Malaya,  and  Indonesia  with  special  emphasis 
on  Marxian  influences.  The  account,  informational  rather  than  in¬ 
terpretive  in  nature,  is  based  on  periodical  literature,  official  re¬ 
ports,  and  a  recent  visit. 

Thompson,  V.  and  Adloff,  R.  Empire's  End  in  Southeast  Asia. 

Foreign  Policy  Association,  1949,  62  pp.,  $0.35. 

A  valuable  pamphlet  on  the  overall  deterioration  of  colonial 
regions  in  Southeast  Asia  and  the  rise  of  independence  movements. 
The  authors  are  well-known  specialists  on  the  region. 

Bernstein,  David.  The  Philippine  Story.  Farrar,  Straus,  1947, 

276  pp.,  $3.75. 

A  journalistic  survey  of  the  modern  history  of  the  Philippines 
by  an  able  and  not  uncritical  American  formerly  associated  with 
the  Philippine  government.  Advanced  students  should  read  the 
histories  of  the  Philippines  by  E.  M.  Alip,  J.  R.  Hayden,  or  G.  F. 
Zaide . 

Hayden,  J.  R.  The  Philippines.  Macmillan,  1942,  984  pp., 

$9.00. 

An  important  work  on  the  Philippines,  regarded  as  a  classic  of 
its  kind  in  the  field.  The  author  takes  a  somewhat  complacent  view 
of  American  policy  in  the  Philippines,  but  provides  a  wealth  of  ma¬ 
terial  for  reference  purposes. 

Thompson,  V.  French  Indo-China.  Macmillan,  1937,  517  pp., 

$  5  .00 . 

One  of  the  few  comprehensive  studies  in  English  of  Indo-China 
before  World  War  II;  written  by  a  well-known  author  on  Southeast 
Asia.

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Attention  is  given  to  political,  social,  and  economic  developments 
in  Burma  up  to  the  time  of  World  War  II.  It  is  written  with  a  defi¬ 
nite  pro-British  slant. 

Wolf,  Charles,  Jr.  The  Indonesian  Story.  John  Day,  1948, 

191  pp.,  $3.00. 

The  best  systematic  account  of  the  political  development  of  the 
young  Republic  of  Indonesia.  The  author,  a  former  American  Vice- 
Consul  at  Batavia,  writes  in  an  objective  and  readable  style,  giving 
special  attention  to  biographical  and  diplomatic  details. 

Kennedy,  Raymond.  The  Ageless  Indies.  John  Day,  1942,

A  sympathetic  and  authoritative  account  of  the  social  customs 
and  life  of  Indonesia  before  the  Republic.  Written  with  great 
sensitivity  and  insight  by  a  trained  sociologist  long  resident  in 
Indonesia .

An  excellent  survey  of  Dutch  rule  in  Indonesia.

Nehru,  Jawaharlal.  The  Discovery  of  India.  John  Day,  1946,

The  mature  reflections  of  one  of  India's  great  leaders  on  the 
history  of  his  own  country.  It  was  written  by  the  author  while  in 
prison  during  World  War  II  and  served  as  a  means  of  personal 
preparation  for  his  future  role  in  India's  eventual  independence.

A  translation  of  Mahatma  Gandhi's  famous  autobiography  en¬ 
titled  "Experiments  With  Truth."  It  serves  as  a  basic  source  for 
the  life  and  thought  of  India's  greatest  modern  leader  and  "Father 
of  India's  Independence." 

Nehru,  Jawaharlal.  Toward  Freedom.  John  Day,  1941,  445  pp., 

$4.00. 

One  of  the  great  autobiographies  of  our  generation  giving  a 
personalized  view  of  the  epic  struggle  of  India  for  independence. 

It  is  an  early  self-portrait  of  Nehru  written  with  the  fire  and  grace 
that  characterized  his  own  participation  in  India's  struggle  toward 
freedom .

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A  revised  edition  of  a  well-known  history  of  India  written  by  a 
recognized  British  scholar.  It  is  especially  valuable  because  of 
its  authoritative  discussion  of  the  artistic  achievements  of  the 
Indian  people. 

O'Malley,  L.  S.,  Editor.  Modern  India  and  the  West.  Oxford 

University  Press,  1941,  834  pp.,  $11.00. 

An  extremely  valuable  symposium  of  scholarly  articles  on  the 
relations  of  modern  India  to  the  West.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
authoritative  volumes  on  this  subject  available  to  Western  students 
for  use  as  a  reference  work. 

Rosinger,  L.  K.  India  and  the  United  States.  Macmillan,  1950,

A  pioneer  study  of  the  political  and  economic  relations  between 
India  and  the  United  States  written  originally  for  the  India-America 
Conference  at  Delhi  in  1949  held  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the 
Indian  Council  of  World  Affairs  and  the  American  Institute  of 
Pacific  Relations. 

Moraes,  R.  R.  and  Stimson,  R.  Introduction  to  India.  Oxford 

University  Press,  6th  Ed.,  1946,  157  pp.,  $1.25. 

A  very  useful  handbook  to  various  aspects  of  Indian  life  de¬ 
signed  originally  for  the  use  of  Western  soldiers  domiciled  in 
India  during  World  War  II.  Numerous  editions  of  this  book  testify 
to  its  usefullness. 

Parkin,  G.  R.  India  Today.  John  Day,  1946,  387  pp.,  $3.75. 

One  of  the  best  over-all  discussions  of  modern  Indian  history 
up  to  the  time  of  independence.  Written  by  a  Canadian,  it  gives 
the  general  reader  a  relatively  objective  account  of  modern  politi¬ 
cal  and  economic  developments  in  India. 


Dutt,  R.  P.  India  Today.  Universal  Distributors,  N.  Y.  C., 

1947,  532  pp.,  $4.25. 

A  well-known  interpretation  of  India's  modern  history  up  to  the 
time  of  independence  by  an  Indian  writer  with  a  Marxian  orientation. 
The  book  has  been  reprinted  several  times  and  brought  up  to  date. 


Muehl,  J.  F.  Interview  With  India.  John  Day,  1950,  310  pp., 
$3.00. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  recent  studies  of  contemporary 
Indian  life,  especially  that  of  village  communities.  Written  in 
diary  form  by  an  American  journalist  with  great  sensitivity  and 
insight  during  a  prolonged  visit  in  the  interior  of  the  country.  Its 
conclusions  are  provocative  and  debatable. 
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Bourke-White,  M.  Half-Way  to  Freedom.  Simon  and  Schuster,

A  pictorial  record  with  text  of  a  recent  visit  to  India.  The 
striking  photographs  taken  by  this  talented  artist  are  matched  by  a 
perceptive  and  sympathetic  textual  commentary.  A  different  and 
thought-provoking  volume,  along  psychological  lines,  is  one  by 
Edmund  Taylor  entitled  Richer  by  Asia. 

Radhakrishnan,  S.  The  Hindu  View  of  Life.  Macmillan,  1927, 

133  pp.,  $2  .00. 

One  of  the  most  authoritative  and  persuasive  brief  expositions 
of  the  traditional  Hindu  view  of  life  written  by  an  Indian  scholar 
highly  respected  both  in  India  and  the  West.  It  is  an  excellent  in¬ 
troduction  to  the  Vedantist  philosophy  of  life. 

Hutton,  J.  H.  Caste  in  India.  Macmillan,  1947,  280  pp.,  $3.75. 

Generally  recognized  as  the  ablest  treatise  on  the  caste  system 
in  India  by  a  Western  scholar.  Although  written  for  the  serious 
student,  parts  of  the  book  may  be  profitably  read  by  the  general 
reader  interested  in  this  complex  but  basic  feature  of  traditional 
Indian  life. 


Smith,  W.  C.  Modern  Islam  in  India.  London,  Rev.  Ed.,  1946, 

399  pp.,  15  sh. 

An  incisive  study  of  the  influence  of  modern  Islam  on  the  life 
of  India  written  by  a  Canadian  scholar  during  World  War  II.  It  is 
especially  valuable  as  a  socialist  analysis  of  political,  economic, 
and  intellectual  aspects  of  the  Islamic  movement  culminating  in  the 
establishment  of  Pakistan. 

Emerson,  Gertrude.  Voiceless  India.  John  Day,  Rev.  Ed., 

1944,  458  pp.,  $3.00. 

A  classic  in  its  field,  describing  the  village  life  of  India  on  the 
basis  of  a  long  residence  in  an  Indian  village  by  an  American 
woman.  The  book  is  marked  by  keen  insight  and  imaginative 
sympathy. 

Wernher,  Hilda.  The  Land  and  the  Well.  John  Day,  1946, 

243  pp.,  $2  .75 . 

One  of  the  more  authentic  and  intimate  stories  of  Indian  vil¬ 
lage  and  home  life  by  an  Austrian  woman  who  has  entered  fully 
into  the  spirit  of  the  life  of  the  people  among  whom  she  has  lived 
for  many  years.  The  author  is  well-known  for  her  earlier  book 
entitled  My  Indian  Family.

A  valuable  description  of  the  arts  and  crafts  of  India  for  the 
general  reader  and  teacher.  This  modest  book  serves  as  an 
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introduction  to  a  fascinating  and  technical  field  treated  in  other  and 
more  scholarly  treatises. 

Forster,  E.  M.  Passage  to  India.  Modern  Library,  1924, 

325  pp.,  $1.00. 

A  novel  of  the  pre-war  role  of  Westerners  in  India  that  is 
justly  regarded  as  a  classic  in  its  field.  Written  by  a  well-known 
British  novelist,  it  is  a  masterpiece  of  subtle  characterization  and 
sustained  irony  dealing  with  the  strained  relations  between  the 
rulers  and  the  ruled  in  India.
